Mrs. Eleanor Mary ratten died 

at two o'clock i'.m , July Kith, at 
her residence, No. 641 West Thirty 
sixth Street, Los Angeles, Oal. She 

was a deaf-mule of unusual attain- 
ments and brilliancy, known and 
beloved by nearly all the deaf 
people of Southern California, and 
in nearly every part of the country. 
She was born in Seneca, III , her 

parents being highly respected 

poopleofthat locality. She secur- 
ed her education al I he famous 
school for the deaf ai Jacksonville, 
III., under the well known Dr. (id- 
iot t, by whom she was adopted as a 

daughter. Although born deaf, 
she became very proficient in spoken 
language and in lip-reading, As 
an artist her abilities were of the 
first order, and for years she was 

art instructor of thai institution. 

Her seal on behalf of her class 

less fortunate deaf-mute friends in 
Chicago led her to originate and 
organise mission work among them, 
and religious services have for 
thirteen yours been hold for them 
regularly. There are now two or- 
dained pastors, both deaf-mutes, 
Working there, in the field that she 
started. 

Ilei amiability of disposition and 
brightness of intellect made hoi 
gfPfttly beloved and respected, espe- 
cially among the deaf people of 

Los Angeles city and county, she 

lias occasionally practiced her art 
while here, and many beautiful 
transcripts from, nature of Los An- 
geles and Pasadena scenery^ are to 

be seen at her residence and in the 
homes of some ol the first families 
here. Her health, which had been 
precarious lor years, gave 
some months since, and she has 
Buffered Very keenly. The deaf 

people have been untiring in their 

manifest ions of sympathy and ro- 
Spect, and will greatly miss her 

presence 

The funeral look place on Wed 

nesday, July 161 h, at the University 

Methodist Episcopal Church, when 
most of the deaf of Lofl Angeles 
were present, besides many hearing 
and Speaking friends of the deceas- 
ed lady artist. The Hex . Mr. In 
wood conducted the services. The 
pall bearers were Lay Header T. 
Widd, Henry l>. Heaves, Ii. I). 

Livingston, Norman v. Lewis, 
( ;i.iu\ die Redmond ami John Mills, 

the prominent leaders in the two 
societies of the deaf in Los Angeles. 

The services were interpreted to the 

deal by Mr. I. I,. Armstrong, a 
young man whose father is a deaf- 
mule, and the whole was ably re 

ported in the l.<>s Angeles Herald. 
The whole proceedings occupied 
oxer an hour. 

The subjoined olippiugs from the 
Los Angeles Times of July I I, ami 
the Los Angeles II' raid of July 17, 

give a faint idea of the interest 
and sympathy exhibited b\ 
classes, deaf -mules and hearing 
people of this City, at the decease 
untimely, altho expeoted, of Mrs. 
Eleanor Mary Patten, formerly of 
Chicago and Jacksonville. Her re

Besides the speaker stood a young 
man, J. L. Armstrong by name, 
who interpreted in the sign lan- 
guage the spoken words. Mr. Arm 
strong, the interpreter, both hears 
and speaks, and his work in I ranslat- 
ing the words to simis was decidedly 
clever. Me kept about half a sen- 
tence behind the minister as he 
preached, and by following the 
gestures, even those unacquainted 
with the sign language could grasp 
a very clear idea ef the sympathetic 
import of all thai the minister said 

to comfort the wounded hearts of 
the friends. When the young man 
pointed to his heart, to his lips, 
wiped imaginary tears from Ids 
cheeks, held his arms in the posi 
tion one adopts in lulling a child to 
rest, or laid his head oxer on one 
hand, one could readily grasp the 

meaning intended to be conveyed. 
Gestures toward heavet) and the 
altitude of prayer wore equally 
eloquent and effective. The clos- 
i si attention was given, especially 
by the deaf-mules, not a gesture 
missing their watchful eyes. A 
number of the ushers were mules, 
aud the whole service xvas unique. 
People with tears in their eyes talk 
ed with their fingers of the deceas- 
ed and ot her lovable qualities. 
Other tearful e\ ched the 

nimble digits and wept in turn, 
signalling back responsive senti- 
ments. The funeral over, the pro- 
cession moved (o Ito -01110- 
tery, where sinn .ken and 
pantomimionlly interpreted exer- 
cises were held. All in all. the 

06 was far more low 
effective to the ! than the 

ponderously worded and 
eloquently enunciated eulo 
a hymn was read at the church, hut 

not sung. 

After the address by Iho liov. 
Inwood al the church, iho Lev 
Webb offered prayer and delivered 
a brief, touching eulogy on the life 
of the woman whose loss wis mourn- 
ed by the assembled friends. 

Mrs. Patten xvas iho child of 
Speaking parents. She had been 
born in Seneca, 111., and so groat 
was the child's brightness and 
cleverness that il was not discover 
ed that she was deaf and dumb un- 
til she had reached the age when 

most children begin to talk. She 
was soul early to the mute institute 
at Jacksonville, HI., where she 
developed a great aptitude in art 
work. Eventually sho was appoint- 
ed teacher in thai department. 

Moving to Chicago after lust ,„,.,,.. 
riage, her attention was called to 
the large number of mutes there 
were without religious ills! met ion. 

Through her Influence a minister 

from I lie Jacksonville School was 
induced lo go to Chicago and 
preach. R P 1I| 0.11110 

a regular Institution among the 
mutes there with that start, and 
much is owed to Mrs. Patten for 
ber zealous work in thai lino. 
Some Ion years ago She came to Los 
Angeles on account of failing 
health. She did considerable very 
creditable art work after her arrival 
hero. She was earnestly religious, 
exceedingly bright and lovable, and 
had a large circle of devoted 
friends. 

Mr. Widd, the Episcopal Mission- 
ary lo Iho deaf, aud a personal 
friend of Iho late Mrs. Patten, 
should have made the concluding 

address ai the grave, A few heart- 
felt and fervent words in honor "I 
one so dear to all I he deaf, but there 
slight hiatus and the director 

thought the i \ were over and 

dispersed Iho audi"iieo. 

After the services were over the 
casket, covered with a great wealth 
of line flowers and Moral wreaths, 

including a large floral cross pro 

sonted by the Lo-- ISOClo-

The memorial services took place 
on Sunday, the 20th of .Inly, at the 
Guild Hail of St. Paul's lVo-Catho- 
dal, Lot' Angeles, and was conduct- 
ed by Lay Header Widd in a very 
impressive manner, a huge number 
of deaf-mutes being present,. 

The Los Angeles Times of July 
'J 1st gives the following account of 
the service's :

afternoon, an Interesting memorial 

service was held by the deaf mem- 
bers of the Los Angeles Associa- 
tion, Conducted by Lay Header T. 
Widd, who spoke highly of the 
Christian character of the deceased 
lady artist, Mrs. Eleanor M. Patten, 

late of ChioogO, whose vacant chair 
in Iho hall was draped in black 
and a beautiful bouquet of flowers 

was placed on it. The twenty-third 
psalm and two of her favorite 
hymns, " Neater, liy God to Thee," 

and " Asleep in Jesus," were snug 
in the sign language by Mrs. II. 
Dahl in a very graceful manner. 
Mrs. Patten WSS a member of the 
Los Angeles Association and attend- 
ed the religious services conducted 
by Mr. Widd ever since she came 
lo reside in Los Angeles. Her in 
Alienee lor good among the deaf 
real, and she was deservedly 
respected by all who came in con- 
tact with her. Ber dearest friends, 

Andrews, 
were presold al iho service, and the 
former made a brief address to the 

congregation, urging them to profit 

by the example set by their late 
friend, and thanked them and Mrs. 

Patten's numerous hearing aud 
speaking friends and acquaintances 
for their kindness and sympathy." 

Tt may here be mentioned thai 
Mrs. A. M Andrews did her full 
share of work as mother, friend and 
nurse to Mrs. Patten, during her 
long and painful Illness, which was 
borne with groat Christatri fortitude. 

Her faith in her Redeemer WSS un- 
shaken, and her mind xvas clear to 

the last. Most of the deaf-mutes, 

some elassmates of hers, visited her 
during her last few days, and lo 
each she bade an affectionate fare 
well, and hogged them to live at 
peace and turn to the Savior, the 
Lord. 

The " otliei friend and chief 

mourner," was Mr. Hubert E. Bray, 

well known ill the United Slates, 
Canada and England, as a talented 
artist on glass, who did much to 
comfort and assist Mis Patten dur- 
ing her sickness, sparing neither 
money nor lime, and leaving a good 
position in Columbus, Ohio, to 
minister to her wants in Los An- 
geles, lie attended to the burial 
aftei securing the best medical aid 
possible, and dideverythlng a father 
could do for his child. Such a dis- 

piax of disinterested kindness and

Hushnell. north Com- 
mercial street, is a young woman of 
most remarkable mental power, and 
useful in degree far beyond the 
ordinary although she suffers what 
most of us in our meager under- 
standing of (lie inserutiblo provi 
donees of life would call a great 
affliction. The uuost is Miss 
llypalia Boyd, of Milwaukee. She 
is deaf, and for a long term of years 
xvas unite. At the present, how- 
Miss Boyd ixers. 

intelligently and aptly as if her 
hearing were as acute as the person 

speaking to her, catching the words 

from tiio formation of the lips of 
the speakoi. 

Miss Boyd xvas born and brought 
up in Milwaukee. Her condition 

was normal until she reached the 
age of six years and six months. 
At that time she suffered an attack 
of scarlet fever, and became totally 
deaf as a result. Miss Hoyd's 
mother took the child to Scotland, 
and sought relief for her among the 
most skilled of specialists, but to no 
avail. Her condition was beyond 
the reach of the power of man. and 
she came home again to live in the 
great silence incidental to the life 
of deaf-muli 

In the year ISS.'i a school for the 
deaf was opened in Milwaukee and 
Miss Boyd became a pupil of the 
late Haul Binner, a good man and 
skilled in the art of teachiuo speech 
tolhedoaf. I' nder his I uition Miss 
Boyd Studied eight years, and gradu- 
ated with honors. She entered the 
High school of Milwaukee, and 

graduated after two year* and six 

months of study, the honor ol 

poet having been bestowed on her 

Boyd remembers with emotion the 

kindness of the tea. the 

public school who sacrificed quite 
stunning mustaohois in order thai 
she might bettor understand their 
speech. 

After finishing the High school. 
Miss Hoyd's alert mind sought 
broader culture; and she entered 
the Slate I'niversity. I lor privilege 
there xvas ended at the close of a 
year, hut sho made hosts of friends, 
and added to her store of learning 
at deal. I lor college mates 
became so interested in her that at 
limes she found it necessary to lock 
herself in her room after hanging 
out a sign announcing thai sfa 
not at homo. That was the only 
means loll her oi' getting ti' 
Study her books, lack of moans 
prevented her return to 1'ie State 

University. She had passed all her 

examinations, and stood high in her 
class, hut further study was mi; 

sible at the University, and ^ ; 

Boyd titled herself foi library work 
Although admittedly competent, she 
did not get a position open in the 
Milwaukee library, because the lib- 
rarian did no! waul a deal 'assistant . 

deradviee of John Johnston, the

Apropos of oralism, it may be, 
and evidently is, a good thing to ho 
able to speak well— t c,;to ho a semi- 
mute; but how much better it is to 
be a deaf-mute, and yet possess all 

the abilities of one whoso power of 

speech and lip-reading is great I 

How much more creditable it is to 
bo a mute and by one's untirolesa 
and dauntless efforts acquire an 
education and the ability to ma 
use of as good a command of Kng- 
lish as that of a hearing person I 
(It can bo done.) 

The majority of deaf-muUt are 
too easily discouraged in the pur- 
suit of an education. It is a good 
thing to be able to mai- -,i/ 

use of one's vocal organs, but oven 

the power of a semi-mate in the 

way of speech has its limits!
